Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 44-56, 59-75, 78-83 and 89-1 12 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 44- 
56, 59-75, 78-83 and 89-1 12, the prior art of record fails to teach a method of operating a telephone 
interface control system for communicating with a remote telephone interface over a packet data 
network comprising indicating that a ringing voltage signal is appearing at a first telephone 
interface and calling a remote device over a packet data network while maintaining the first 
telephone interface in an on-hook state. The closest reference, Chang et al. (US 6,1 18,864) 
discloses communicating over a packet data network (Figures 1 A and 1C) but does not maintain an 
interface in an on-hook state while calling a remote device over the packet network.
